The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  the  courtesy 
of  Mr.  V.  Kilvington  of  the  Sewerage  Department 

Most  of  the  main  dykes  within  the  borough  have  again  been 
cleaned  and  re-graded  by  the  Sewerage  Dept,  employees,  and  the 
lack  of  nuisance  by  flooding  during  an  extremely  rainy  autumn  and 
early  winter  bears  good  testimony  to  the  necessity  and  the 
efficiency  of  the  work  done  on  the  main  dykes. 

The  County  Council  have  been  responsible  for  the  cleaning  of 
the  new  watercourse  known  as  the  main  dyke  to  the  Lune . 

Foul  sewers  have  been  cleaned  wherever  the  necessity  arose. 

Work  on  the  new  sewerage  system  has  been  confined  to  that  at 
Schola  Green  Lane ,  vizs-  the  part  completion  and  making  safe  of 
the  main  Pump  Chamber  No.l  of  the  New  Pumping  Station,  The 
scheduling  of  the  site  under  the  Essential  Works  Order  in 
January,  194  3 ,  stimulated  progress,  and  the  past  year  has 
undoubtedly  seen  the  best  work  and  progress  since  the  works 
commenced . 


Unfortunately,  because  of  wartime  circumstances,  the  Ministry 
of  Health  directed  the  works  to  close  as  soon  as  a  condition  of 
safety  for  both  new  and  existing  works  was  reached.  This 
condition  is  now  regarded  as  achieved,  and  the  many  smaller  works 
necessary  to  ensure  economical  and  convenient  working  conditions 
by  the  existing  pump  house  attendants  have  been  carried  out. 
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Nothing  short  of  the  end  of  hostilities ,  the  re-commencement  of 
the  contract ,  and  the  completion  of  the  works,  can  ensure 
completely  satisfactory  reception  and  disposal  conditions.

The  total  of  notified  cases  of  infectious  disease  was  notably 

lower  than  that  for  the  previous  year,  347  cases  as  against  J4J 
for  1942 o 

This  fall  was  largely  attributable  to  a  reduction  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  measles  as  the  epidemic  of  1942  died  down. 

There  was  some  increase  in  the  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  and 
whooping  cough,  a  fall  in  the  figures  for  pneumonia,  and  an 
absence  of  cerebro-spinal  fever,  of  which  we  had  9  cases  in  1942. 

Diphtheria  figures  remained  low,  with  no  cases  among  children 
under  J  years  of  age,  and  no  deaths.
